NEW VESSELS APPROVED 


Los Angeles Shipbuilding and Drydock 
Company Takes a Fifteen-million 
dollar Job for Government. 


CONTRACT for the construc- 
A for the Bmergency 
“rporation ef ten huge new 
steel merchant veegels, to comt 
trifle over $1,500,000 apiece, was 
approved here yesterday by the 41 
rectors of the Lee Auges Ship- 
building and Drydock Company, 
Which das undertaken the work. 
Each of the ten Vessels is to be a 
duplicate of the eight which afe 
already under tien at the 
Sreat harbor yards the company 
for government ase in blockade run- 
ning. Fach wilh have a cargo ca- 
pacity of 8800 tons and the entire 
lot is to be completed, under the 
terms of the contract, within two 


years. 

Credit for bringing the .big order 
to Los Angeles belongs in large 
measure to Fred IL. Baker, presi- 
dent of the company, who has been 
in the Fust some weeks on the task. 
General Manager & L. Maphtaly left 
for Washington yesterday afternoon 
to complete final details with the 
Federal Shipping Board. 

TO CCILD NEW WAYS. 


In order to get the big shive out 
in time work is to be begun imme- 
diately on the construction of two 
new ways, which Will be completed 
about January 1. The first of the 
four vessels now on the present 
ways will be launched abot Decem/ 
ber 15 and the rest shortly there- 
after.

Eastern Bakeries Make Bread 
from By-product. 


Good Substitute for Wheat, 
Say Food Experts. 


CORRESPONDENCE 

AUSTIN (Tex.) Nov. 6.-—<Cotton- 
seed flour is being manufactured 
and shipped in considerable quanti- 
ties to various points in Texas and 
outside of the State by G. A. Baum- 
of Schulenburg. according to 
advices received by the home eco- 
nomics department of Univer- 
sity of Texas. Two ba in the 
East, one located in Boston and the 
other in New York Clty; are regu 
larly using cottonseed flour in the 
making of bread. Much interest 
has been created in other parts of 
the country in this new food 
product and prospects are favorable 
for tte adoption oy many people. 

It noteworthy that two wom- 
en, Prof. Anna F. Richardson and 
Miss Jennie R. Bear, of the home 
economics department of the Un- 
versity of Texas, are y respon- 
sible for bringing to public attention 
the value of cottonseed flour «as 
human food. They began a scientific 
investigation of this preduct some 
time ago with a view of learning 
whether it could noi be used to con- 
the supply of wheat four. 
Incidentiy. their investigation had, 
for its purpose, the promoting of « 
wider use of cottonseed oll. Ther 
conducted a series of five digestive 
eiperiment in the 


period, each one of the women had 
100 rams, about three and one- 
half ounces, of cottonseed four in 
the form of bread. The results of 
the experiments showed an average 
digestibility for the protein of cvt- 


tenseed flour to be about 85 per 
cent.

Not only is there a great 
shortage in our staple articles of 
food, wheat, potatoes and meat, as 
is shown by a comparison of the 
government repor’s for the past few 
years, but the demands upon our 
food en have vastly increased. 
When the United States entered the 
war We assumed the burden of sup- 
plying a large part of the food for 
our allies, as well as of Belgium 
and the neutral nations. This bur- 
den, plus our shortage of crops, 
forces us to utilize as never before 
every avaliable foodstuff 

“The South has an almost un- 
touched source of food in cotton- 
seed. The United States raises, each 
year, an enormous crop of cotton 
and until only a few years ago, the 
Aber was the sole marketable 
product, while the seed was con- 
sidered ly a waste. Only 
recently has there been any at- 
tempt to manufacture edible 
product from the cotte meal. 

“After some experimentation we 
now have 6n the market a very 
palatable brand of cottonseed flour 
In ite manufacture the kernel has 
been subjected to a roasting process 
and the meal has been highly 
that the
